Local economy the most dynamic in UK, says report

TOWER Hamlets has one 
of the most dynamic 
economies in the country, 
according to a national 
report. 

Accountancy firm Grant 
Thornton ranked the borough 


top of its high growth index, 
showing that it has better 
growth than cities such as Man- 
chester and Birmingham. 

It also leads the field for the 
best local authorities, not just in 
London but across the country. 

The index analysed factors 
such as demographics - if there 


is a skilled, young and active 
workforce, and diverse com- 
munities - as well as econom- 
ic potential for growth and 
environmental factors. 

Despite the country emerg- 
ing from the worst economic 
crisis in many years, Tower 
Hamlets has agreed ambitious 


regeneration plans such 
as Blackwall Reach and 
Wood Wharf. 

The council has recognised 
the importance of nurturing 
talent and invested heavily in 
transforming schools and rais- 
ing attainment levels. This has 
resulted in all secondary schools 
being either refurbished or 
rebuilt, and rising GCSE and A 
Levels results. 

It is now ranked as the top in- 
ner London borough for send- 
ing young people to university. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman told 
East End Life: “The report speaks 
for itself - having a highly 
skilled workforce, diverse com- 
munities, access to modern 
amenities and support for local 
skills all contribute to continu- 
ous growth and opportunity. 

“Tower Hamlets is a dynam- 
ic borough offering much to be 
proud of, benefiting residents, 
visitors and investors alike. 

“Our strategy going forward 
is to focus on skills development 
of residents alongside meet- 
ing the needs of businesses in 
the sectors that are expanding 
in our borough.” 


Occupying eight square miles, 
the borough is characterised by 
extreme opposites; high - al- 
though reducing - levels of child 
poverty while home to Canary 
Wharf, one of the world's most 
important financial districts. 

The council's ambitious 
Whitechapel Masterplan 
aims to build 3,500 new homes 
and create up to 5,000 local jobs. 
The plan will see the revitali- 
sation of Whitechapel Road, 
the creation of a civic hub, 


improved market and enhanced 
business mix.

A ONE shilling piece dated 1948 and marble-like balls from old-fashioned fizzy drink bottles were among the finds during 
a clean-up of the Isle of Dogs foreshore at Newcastle Draw Dock last week. Some 50 volunteers spent a drizzly Monday 
morning collecting dozens of bin bags full of rubbish, much of it consisting of discarded plastic. The clean-up was organised 
by Thames 21 as part of the Totally Thames festival and was one of the environment charity’s regular forays on to the 
Island’s foreshore. Spokesman Chris Coode said the haul was much less than when they first started clearing the area five 
or six years ago when he said it was “just a sea of plastic bags”. And he said it wasn’t just the fault of residents - much of 
the rubbish washes up there because of the way the river flows past that part of the Island. You can join Thames 21 at their 
next event, searching for artefacts on Tower Beach on September 14 (details below).

YOUNG people can now 
apply for £400 each as this 
year’s Mayor’s Education 
Award (MEA) gets under- 
way. 

Now in its fourth year, the 
award helps students from 
poorer backgrounds stay in 
education after their GCSEs. 
Successful applicants will 
receive the cash to help 
towards the costs of studying. 

The council expects to fund 
all eligible students so is encour- 
aging as many young people as 
possible to apply. 


Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
“Poverty is no barrier to success. 
The success of our schools and 
of our students proves this time 
and time again. 

“Many young people would 
drop out of education if it was- 
n't for the MEA, which could 
affect their life chances. I refuse 
to let anyone fail to reach their 
potential because of a lack of 
finances.'' 

The MEA was launched in 
2011 to replace the support that 
had previously been provided 
through the Education Mainte- 
nance Allowance (EMA), which 
was scrapped by government. 


Cllr Gulam Robbani, cabinet 
member for education and chil- 
dren's services, said: “We are 
proud to help our young people 
in this way and I urge anyone 
who thinks they may be 
eligible to visit the website or 
give us a ring.'' 

The MEA has become so 
successful that it inspired a 
sister scheme aimed at helping 
local students studying at uni- 
versity. The Mayor's Higher 
Education Award will open for 
a second year later this month. 

The application period for 
the original scheme, the MEA, 
is now formally open. Any 


applications already submitted 
will be accepted. 

The money, which is depen- 
dent on the applicant attending 
all their lessons, will be paid in 
two instalments of £200 and 
because it is a grant, there is no 
need for any of it to be paid back. 

There are various criteria 
which applicants must fulfill, 
including being aged between 
16 and 19 on September 1, 
having lived in Tower Hamlets 
for at least three years and a 
household income of less than 
£20,817.

Resident rescued from sheltered housing blaze 


A MAN was taken to hospital after being 
rescued when a fire broke out at a block 
of sheltered housing flats last Thursday, 
September 4.

A London Ambulance Service crew took 


the man to hospital where he was described 
as being in a critical, but stable, condition 
as East End Life went to press on Friday af- 
ternoon. Another resident was treated at 
the scene for shock. 

One Housing Group, which manages 
the sheltered flats on the John Sinclair 
Court estate, said staff were on site and 


provided support to all the residents. 

“We are assisting the London Fire Brigade 
and police with their investigation. We 
would like to thank Careline and London 
Fire Brigade for their quick response," the 
statement said. 

The cause of the blaze is under 
investigation. 


Man rescued from car 
after high-speed crash

A MAN believed to be in 
his 30s had to be cut out 
of a car after two vehicles 
crashed at high speed in 
Stepney last Thursday 
night at about 9pm. 


The noise of the crash in 
Jubilee Street brought residents 
out on to the streets. 

India Cummins of nearby 
Clark Street said the cars 
were seriously damaged and 
residents immediately called 
the emergency services.

Two fire engines arrived from 
Bethnal Green after about 20 
minutes and released the 
trapped driver, but Ms Cummins 
said the ambulance did not 
arrive until 9.40pm. 

“The fire brigade cut the top 
off the car in order to remove the 
injured driver and he was final- 
ly taken to hospital nearly two 
hours later at 11pm," she said. 

“If I was involved in a car 
accident I would hope to receive 
assistance a lot quicker than this." 

A London Ambulance Service 
spokesman said paramedics 
were called just before 9pm but 
the responding car was divert- 
ed to another patient believed to 
be in in a more serious condition. 

“A second ambulance was 
dispatched at 9.31pm and the 
crew treated a man for a head 
injury. He was taken as a 
priority to the Royal London 
Hospital," the spokesman said. 

He apologised that it took 
longer than the service would 
have liked to reach the patient 


and explained that priority is 
usually given to patients in a 
life-threatening condition. 

■ As East End Life went to press, 
the police said that two men 
aged 24 and 30 were being 
treated for minor injuries.

i,oooth volunteer steps 
up for Barts clinical trial

THE i,oooth patient volun- 
teer for clinical research at 
Barts Health NHS Trust’s 
emergency departments 
has come forward. 

Since October 2010, a team 
with experience in emergency 
nursing has led research across 
three trust hospitals, including 
the Royal London in 
Whitechapel. 

The team follows patients 
throughout their time in the hos- 
pital, collating infomration about 
their clinical progress to feed 
back to the research centres. 

The information enables 
clinicians and scientists to 
assess new therapies, gain 
further insight into the body's 
response to trauma and acute 
illness, and improve care for 
future patients. 

David Martin, 28, became 
patient number 1,000 in July 
when he was enrolled in two 
trials as part of his care at the 
Royal London after being 


knocked unconscious and 
suffered bleeding on his brain 
in a fall from his bike. 

His head injury was so severe 
that he has no memory of the 
accident, or the ten days that 
followed. 

David was enrolled on a tri- 
al of medicine which may re- 
duce further bleeding and cut 
the risk of disability and death. 

He said: “It's quite exciting 
being part of new research, 
and it gives you the opportuni- 
ty to access care that you 
wouldn't otherwise get. 

“I trust the doctors and scien- 
tists, and there wouldn't be 
medical progress if people did- 
n't take these opportunities.'' 

David is also involved in 
another trial looking at whether 
people recovering from a brain 
injury can benefit from being 
cared for by a clinician who is 
trained in both neurology and 
occupational therapy. 

Jason Pott, lead emergency 
department research nurse, 
said: “We are incredibly

GP contact boosts bowel cancer screening 


MORE people take up the 
offer of bowel screening 
when they are contacted 
by their GP. 

Screening aims to detect can- 
cer early in people with no 
symptoms, when treatment is 
more likely to effective. 

It is estimated to reduce 
mortality rates from bowel 
cancer by 16 per cent. 

The NHS programme invites 


men and women aged 60-74 
who are registered with a GP to 
complete a simple test at home 
every two years. 

Returning a test kit helps 
identify problems early, yet 
many Londoners do not take up 
the offer. 

But when 4,000 people in 
Tower Hamlets, Newham, Hack- 
ney and the City of London

TRANSFERRING TO SECONDARY SCHOOL 

If your child attends a Tower Hamlets primary school 
or lives in Tower Hamlets you will receive a copy of the 
'Ready for Secondary School in Tower Hamlets' 
brochure in early September. The brochure explains the 
co-ordinated school admissions system, application 
procedure and how decisions are made if a school 
receives more applications than places available. There 
is also a DVD to help prepare you and your child for the 
change from primary to secondary school. 

The school visiting times, which are also in the 
brochure, are set out opposite. To obtain more 
information about schools in other local authority 
areas, you should contact the School Admissions Team 
in that area for their admissions brochure or the 
schools directly for a prospectus and details of their 
open days. Contact details can be found in the 'Ready 
for Secondary School in Tower Hamlets' brochure or 
alternatively you can contact Pupil Services. 

THE APPLICATION PROCEDURE FOR ALL 
TOWER HAMLETS RESIDENTS 

APPLY ONLINE 

Applying online is a simple and easy way to submit 
your applications for secondary schools. You can 
apply online from now until 31 October 2014, the 
closing date, and you will not have to complete a 
paper form. You can also make changes to your 
application up until 31 October. You will then receive 
an e-mail (as well as a letter) informing you of the 
results in early March next year. Go to: 
www.towerhamlets.gov.uk/schooladmissions 

MAKING YOUR APPLICATION 

You MUST apply online or complete a Tower Hamlets 
Secondary Transfer Application Form (CAF - Common 
Application Form), even if you are not applying to a 
Tower Hamlets secondary school. 

If your child attends a Tower Hamlets primary school 
the form will be given to you by the primary school in 
early September. If your child attends a school outside 
Tower Hamlets you can obtain an application pack 
from the Tower Hamlets Pupil Services Team. You will 
not need to complete the CAF if you apply online 
(see above). 


You can apply for up to six schools in Tower 
Hamlets or across London 
You should name the schools in your order of 
preference on the application form, and put the school 
that you would most like your child to attend first on 
the form, the next school that you prefer you should 
put second, and so on. This is what is known as 
"ranking" your applications. If you decide not to apply 
for as many as six schools we strongly recommend you 
name at least three schools. 

• If you are applying for the Bishop Challoner schools, 
Sir John Cass, or Raine's you will need to complete 
a supplementary form as well as complete an online 
application or CAF. The supplementary form must 
be obtained and returned directly to the schools. 
The "supplementary form" is NOT an application 
form but needs be completed for these schools. 

• if you are a applying for a music place at St Paul's 
Way Trust School or a specialist language place at 
Sir John Cass Foundation and Redcoat School, 
please contact the school directly for a copy of the 
registration form. As well as completing and 
returning the registration form direct to the school, 
you must also choose the school when you apply 
online or complete the CAF. 

• If you are applying to out of borough schools you 
may also need to complete a supplementary form 
for some schools. You should contact the school or 
the School Admissions Team in the relevant local 
authority (LA) to find out if this is the case. 

Information for non-Tower Hamlets residents 
Parents of children who do not live in Tower Hamlets 
cannot complete the Tower Hamlets CAF, even if they 
are applying to a Tower Hamlets school. They must 
contact the School Admissions Team in the LA where 
they live for an application form and more 
information. All non-Tower Hamlets residents must 
complete a Supplementary Form if they are applying 
to any of the Tower Hamlets schools.

CLOSING DATE FOR APPLICATIONS 
Your completed application must be submitted by 
31 October 2014. By applying online you can be 
certain that your application reaches us by 31 October.

Any applications received later than the 
closing date will be considered after those received on 
time, and the chances of being offered a place at one 
of your chosen schools will be greatly reduced.

Admissions to schools in Tower Hamlets and across 
London are co-ordinated using a central computer 
called the 'Pan London Register'.

'Ready for Secondary School in Tower Hamlets' 
brochure. The governing bodies of the Bishop 
Challoner schools, Sir John Cass, Raine's, Wapping High 
and London Enterprise Academy will decide using their 
own criteria which are also set out in the brochure. 

NOTIFYING YOU OF THE OUTCOME OF 
YOUR APPLICATIONS 

On 2 March 2015 notification letters will be sent to 
parents to advise whether or not a place can be offered 
for their child. Parents who applied online will receive an 
email on 2 March 201 5. If you live in Tower Hamlets the 
letter will come from the Pupil Services Team, regardless 
of whether the school being offered is in Tower Hamlets 
or elsewhere. No child will be offered more than one 
school place. You will therefore be notified of the 
highest "ranked" school that is able to offer a place. 
Lower ranked offers will be cancelled or 'withdrawn'. If 
an application to a higher ranked school is unsuccessful, 
the letter will explain how you can appeal against the 
decision to refuse a place. If you live in Tower Hamlets 
and it is not possible to offer your child a place at any of 
your preferred schools, we will tell you which schools in 
Tower Hamlets you can still apply for. If necessary, we 
will allocate (reserve) your child a place at the nearest 
school with an available place. 

WAITING LISTS 

If your child has not been offered a place at any of 
your preferred schools, s/he will remain on the waiting 
lists for these schools for the next school year or until 
a place can be offered. However, if you have received 
an offer at one of your preferred schools, your child will 
remain on the waiting list until the October half-term. 

If you wish to remain on the waiting list for a Tower 
Hamlets school after the October half-term, you must 
complete an In Year Transfer form, which is available 
from the Pupil Services Team. Please note that 
transfers take place at the beginning of every term and 
half term, and you can view the timetable in the 
guidance notes which accompany the In Year Transfer 
form on the Tower Hamlets Council website. 

You can also contact Pupil Services to place your 
child on the waiting list for Tower Hamlets schools that 
you did not apply to originally.

The rise and fall of 
TV's top hit-maker 


BY JOHN RENNIE (Right) Monty 
Berman 

HE was one of the big figures of 
1960s British television. Any evening (Far right) 
in front of the box back in the 1960s Department S, 
would likely involve an hour of which made a star 
crime, sci-fi, conspiracy or fantasy of moustachioed 
courtesy of Monty Berman and his Peter Wyngarde 
collaborators... not least among as Jason King 
them that East End giant of the en- 
tertainment business, Lew Grade. 

Yet by the time Berman died in 2006 at 
the age of 101, he had been out of televi- 
sion for almost 40 years. 

After a stunning decade perfecting his 
production line' system of 'tele fantasies' 
and churning out hit after hit, he produced 
two crashing duds, and never worked in 
TV again. For the next four decades, 

Berman became a recluse. Never granting 
interviews, never being seen in public, and 
refusing to comment as his creations 
gained cult status. 

Nestor Montague Berman was born in 
Whitechapel on March 26, 1905 and was 
in at the very beginnings of the British 
movie industry, joining Twickenham Stu- 
dios as a camera assistant in 1922. But there 
were few opportunities to get the really 
good jobs in the closed shop of British film. 

The war would intervene but, as with so 
many media figures of his generation, it 
proved the making of his career. Just as (Below) Berman’s 
many aspiring actors and comics got their production of The 
break with the Entertainments National Ser- Siege of Sidney 
vice Association (ENSA), so Monty joined Street; and the 
the Eighth Army Film and Photographic hugely successful 
Unit, recording the travails and triumphs The Saint, which 
of our boys in North Africa.

THE SIEGE OF 

SIDNEY STREET 
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Back in London after demob, the pair set 
up their own production company, Tempean 
Films, and decided to take on the British 
movie industry. It was a tall order. 

Although London and the Home Coun- 
ties had numerous studios - Elstree, Gains- 
borough, Ealing, Beaconsfield and the rest 
-film making was a studio-bound business, 
not least because of the difficulty of ma- 
noeuvring the massive fixed cameras of the 
day. The pair made a virtue of necessity and 
took to the streets of London. 

“We used to shoot in natural locations,'' 
recalled Berman years later. “The fact was 
that with our budget we couldn't afford to 
build the sets that the films required. This 
has now become the norm, but we made 
a hell of a lot of films on location back then.'' 

He and Baker produced A Date With a 
Dream (1948) and Melody Club (1949), two 
low-budget comedies that introduced Ter- 
ry Thomas to UK audiences (the first also fea- 
tured Norman Wisdom). Berman also 
moonlighted on The Third Man directed by 
Carol Reed - a British film noir starring Amer- 
ican greats Orson Welles and Joseph Cotton. 

That gave the cost-conscious pair an idea. 
Gangsters, shootouts and all things Amer- 
ican had an enoimous appeal to a 1950s Lon- 
don slumbering amid peasoupers and 
rationing, and over the next ten years Tem- 
pean became a production line for British 
B movies featuring slightly over the hill (or 
never quite reached it) American players. 

Rod Cameron plays an American in 
London who becomes embroiled in a crime 
syndicate when his friend is murdered in 
Passport to Treason. In Impulse, Arthur 
Kennedy plays an American estate agent 
living in London who finds himself 
enmeshed in a plot involving a diamond 
robbery, gangsters and murder. In Stranger 
in Town, Alex Nicol is an American reporter 
on holiday in London who goes to 



investigate the 'suicide' of a composer and 
discovers... well, you get the idea. 

Behind the American stars, Berman as- 
sembled a reliable group of British actors: 
James Robertson Justice, Lois Maxwell, 
Dora Bryan, Thora Hird, Michael Balfour, 
Dinah Sheridan and many more. The Yanks 
added a touch of exotica to the London lo- 
cations (West End clubs, Mayfair apartments 
and Docklands shoot-outs) and pulled in 
the British punters, while the movies, an- 
chored by a recognisable American accent 
but a flavour of Europe, ran as B-movie 
openers to the main features in the US. 

“The films were good value,'' said Berman, 
and the pair would secure bigger budgets 
to make the likes of Sea of Sand (1958), with 
Richard Attenborough and Blood of the 
Vampire (1958) with a superbly over-acting 
Donald Wolfit. At this point the pair might 
have given the nascent Hammer Films a 
run for their money, with a run of sci-fi and 
horror movies to add to the crime stable. 

Berman went back to the East End for in- 
spiration for Jack the Ripper. We all know 
that Scotland Yard made a terrible job of 
solving the case back in 1888 - luckily in the 
1959 dramatisation, they can call on a 
visiting American cop (Lee Patterson) to clear 
things up. 

And the lack of any documentary 
evidence of what actually happened 
during 1911's Siege of Sidney Street didn't 
prevent Monty filling in the gaps, with 
Peter Wyngarde playing a marvellously 
camp Peter the Painter. 

But the astute Baker and Berman realised 
the writing was on the wall for B-movies. 
Commercial TV had been launched in 
1955, shaking up staid BBC drama and keep- 
ing the punters at home. 

The pair simply transferred their 
B-movie approach to telly, negotiating 
with writer Leslie Charteris for the TV rights 


to his character The Saint. Associated 
Rediffusion turned down the show as too 
expensive, but Lew Grade (a Whitechapel 
boy) offered to finance it through his com- 
pany, ITC. The series was a massive hit, mak- 
ing a star of Roger Moore, running in the 
UK from 1962 to 1969, with 185 hour-long 
episodes and selling around the world. 

Gideon's Way (1964-65) followed and then 
the partnership ended, Berman alone pro- 
ducing The Baron (1966-67) and Department 
S (1969) before moving straight on to 
Randall and Hopkirk (Deceased) (1969-71). 
Scripts and sets were recycled, the old 
stable of B-movie players repeatedly 
cropped up as heavies, doctors, policemen 
and femmes fatales, and car chases became 
curiously familiar. 

The Champions (1969-71) featured three 
agents gifted with telepathy and ESP; Ran- 
dall and Hopkirk two private eyes... one of 
them dead. And Department S featured 
three counter-espionage agents (the lead 
agent an American, of course), though Pe- 
ter Wyngarde as 'ladies man' author Jason 
King, was such a hit that he was given his 
own spin-off, Jason King (1971-72). 

And then, as dramatically as it had 
flared, Berman's star waned. Both Spoon- 
er as writer and Wyngarde as star seemed 
to be sending the whole thing up in Jason 
King, and the audiences turned off. And 
while most of the Berman-Spooner- 
Baker shows of the time have achieved cult 
status, nobody talks about The Adventur- 
er, with fading and ageing star Gene Bar- 
ry playing a globetrotting US secret agent. 

Two stiffs in a row, yet surely Berman 
could have come back. Instead, he simply 
stopped working, becoming a recluse. 

Hardly a photograph exists of the man 
who, with a handful of others, brought 
British TV drama out of the 1950s and into 
garish, glorious colour.

Eating out, eating in 

Getting down and dirty 



Dirty Burger is ‘a bun’s throw from Shoreditch High Street Station’ and offers a laidback feel

AFTER reading that ‘the 
stigma’ had officially gone 
from eating out alone, 
there was only one thing 
for it after being caught at 
a loose end in Shoreditch. 
It was time to experiment 
and fly solo. 

Not that there's anything 
intimidating about pitching up 
on your todd at Dirty Burger 
early on a mid-week evening. 
The shoebox American- style 
diner has a very laidback feel. 

The tiny shack - situated, as 
its website puts it, “a bun's 
throw from Shoreditch High 
Street Station" -fits less than a 
dozen in at a time. Alt-classics 
play softly out of speakers, 
which are perched next to dim 
lights. 

This being trendier-than-thou 
Shoreditch, there were the 
obligatory faux rusted shed 
walls, a cupboard that doubles 
up as a self-service fridge and 
postbox-red thin seats. 

As in its decor, the menu at 
Dirty Burger is simplistic. 
Burgers. Fries. Shakes. Soft drinks. 

I'd ordered the cheeseburger 
with a side of onion fries. Six 
quid for a patty in this part of 
town is not to be grumbled at, 
I thought, taking a corner pew 


with a good book. 

Shortly after, the grub 
arrived without fuss from 
smiley staff - via an old-fash- 
ioned ticketed system. 

The burger was a compact 
oval, but the loin packed a 
punch. 

It was met by a thin bun, 
melty cheese, gherkin and 
mustard. The accompaniments 
were subtly done, allowing the 
meaty treat to be the focus of 
attention. 

Perhaps not the best city 
burger I'd tasted (that was from 


Street Burger in Riga, Latvia, 
thanks for asking), but it 
wasn't a long way off. 

The jury remains out on the 
onion fries (£3.25). They were 
seasoned to the hills and, while 
tasty, had a slight doughy 
texture. 

There was already plenty of 
juice and grease from the 
burger, which perhaps would 
have gone better with the 
crinkle cut fries. 

That said, it was a fine and 
rapid meal (the whole shebang 
took less than 30 minutes). 


And what of the dining alone 
experiment, I hear you ask? 

Well, with respect to Dirty 
Burger, it wasn't as if I'd pitched 
up solo at The Wolseley on a 
Friday night. 

And one mild moment of 
friendless induced-tension did 
hit - after a couple enviously 
eyed up my spacious comer spot. 

I certainly wasn't put off 
though; neither was I by Dirty 
Burger.

Vegetarian twist 
to a French classic 


THIS is a cute little meal 
that is easy and quick to 
prepare. 

It is a variation on the French 
Croque Monsieur which has 
egg and ham and cheese, but it's 
vegetarian. 

Ideally the recipe uses 
ramekins, little ovenproof pots 


which can be used to prepare 
individual meals. 

If you haven't got ramekins 
then use muffin trays lined 
with greaseproof paper. 

These make a great, filling 
meal or a lovely snack to prepare 
for an informal lunch for 
several people. Enjoy! 


Czoque Madame 

Ingredients 

FOR THE SAUCE 

(per person) 

Cupful of milk 


Dessertspoon of flour 

Two slices of bread 

Grated cheese 

Butter to spread 

Oil or butter to fry 

One egg 

Salt & pepper to taste 


Method 

1. Slice the bread very thin - 
cheap white bread is fine, a nice 
granary bread or sourdough is 
nicer. 

2. Roll each slice with a rolling 
pin so it is very slender. Butter 
each slice on one side. 

3. Cut off the crusts and place 
one slice on top of the other so 
they make an eight-cornered/ 
sided star. 

4. Nestle each star, butter side 
down, on to the grease proof 
paper lined ramekin or muffin 
tin. Into each bread nest, break 
an egg. 


5. In a frying pan melt a little 
butter or heat some oil until it 
warms, add a dessertspoonful 
of flour and stir gently to avoid 
lumps. 

6. Add a cupful of milk and a 
little grated cheese and stir it 
into the mixture as it thickens. 
Add salt and pepper to taste. 

7. Put a spoonful of the mixture 
on top of each egg and add a 
little more grated cheese on top. 

8. Pop the ramekins or muffin 
trays into the oven. Allow them 
to bake until the cheese bubbles 
and the eggs are cooked as you 
like them.

Mixed reactions 
to Gateway plans

PLANS for improvement 
works at a sheltered hous- 
ing scheme in Bow were 
presented to residents at an 
open public consultation 
event on September i. 

Gateway Housing Associa- 
tion, which runs Vic Johnson 
House in Armagh Road, hosted 
the event and invited residents 
to review the proposals, discuss 
the plans with designers and 
staff, ask questions and com- 
ment on the scheme. 

About a dozen older resi- 
dents may have to move out of 
their homes to facilitate the 
major programme of improve- 


ment, which includes an over- 
haul of the heating system and 
other amenities. 

One resident said he attend- 
ed the consultation event but 
was still worried about the 
prospect of having to leave the 
home he has lived in for years. 

“I don't want to move, even 
with the option of coming back 
in two to three years' time. All 
those I've spoken to are very 
depressed about the plans," he 
told East End Life. 

A spokeswoman for the 
housing association said many 
residents appreciated that 
there was never a good time to 
undertake improvement works, 
and following the consultation, 


were understanding the bene- 
fit to them and their neighbours 
once the works are complete. 

"Understandably some of 
those consulted remain con- 
cerned that the proposals would 
cause anxiety and upheaval 
for many vulnerable residents," 
she said. 

"It is this aspect that Gateway 
Housing Association is working 
hard to deliver, providing advice 
and support throughout the 
process." 

The spokeswoman said Gate- 
way would also be working 
with residents to find the best 
accommodation available to 
meet their needs while the pro- 
posed works are underway. 



A CHARITY which provides facilities for homeless and vulnerably housed people will open 
its doors to the public this month as part of Open House weekend, the annual festival of 
architecture. Homelessness charity Providence Row in Wentworth Street, Spitalfields, will 
be open on Saturday, September 20, showcasing its RIBA Award winning resource centre 
(pictured) alongside its older buildings. Its new building is inserted into a narrow gap 
within the densely packed properties and streets around Spitalfields, providing workshop, 
studio, storage and office facilities for working with homeless people.

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents' Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES 


No on-street residents 1 parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning policy 
was introduced in Tower Hamlets in the late 
1990s to help reduce traffic congestion and 
better manage the limited supply of on-street 
parking spaces. This initiative also helps to 
reduce the level of air pollution from motor 
vehicles and encourages more people to 
walk, cycle and go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help you 
get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be able 
to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's blue 
badge or are eligible under the Permit Transfer 


Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at social rented 
housing residents. The criteria for the PTS is as 
follows: 

1. applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit per 
household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car parking 
permit for at least 1 year prior to moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible under 
the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof of 
PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including a 
duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes or 
housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 1 0 scratchcards per year. For permit

Brown eyes fame 

TWO rising sports stars have 
been shortlisted for Balfour 
Beatty London Youth Games 
Hall of Fame awards. 

Weightlifter Mercy Brown 
(above), a British record holder, 
and sprinter Bianca Williams, 
a University of East London 
student, have both been listed. 

The awards, which recognise 
the contribution of volunteers 
and participants at grassroots 
level as well as inducting former 
London Youth Games competi- 
tors into the Hall of Fame, will 
be held this Thursday, Septem- 
ber 11 at Madame Tussauds. 

Brown, from Stepney, compet- 
ed in the under 75kg class at the 
London Youth Games and went 
on to finish fourth in the Com- 
monwealth Games, narrowly 
missing out on a bronze medal. 

She is tipped as one of our top 
Olympic medal hopes in Rio 
2016 and will be aiming for a 
European junior crown first in 
Sweden next year.

SHADWELL Basin Outdoor 
Activity Centre has been 
given a £100,000 kiss- 
of-life and it means 
disabled sports activities 
are set to flourish in 
Tower Hamlets. 

The centre, in Glamis Road, 
Shadwell, is one of 44 projects 
in England to benefit from 
a total of more than £8 million 
of National Lottery invest- 
ment from Sport England to 
enable it to open up more op- 
portunitiesfor disabled people 
to play sport. 

Shadwell's share over three 
years will total £108,875 and 
director Mike Wardle said was 
the biggest boost the Centre 
had ever had.

The money will help recruit 
an inclusion co-ordinator, 
train staff and go towards 
purchasing specialist equip- 
ment to support people with 
disabilities take on challenges 
in outdoor adventure. 

Eventually the aim is to open 
a specialist water sports and 
adventure activities club. 

Sport England director of 
insight Lisa O'Keefe said: “We 


are delighted to be able to help
